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Do we hold men to be equal? Yes. We hold this in 
its original meaning; that no class or race of men is naturally 
destined for subjection. Of course we do not believe that 
all individuals are alike, but who ever said they were? Variety 
is one of the ultimate predispositions of nature, and man is 
the most various of living things. But in their basic needs, 
in the need of justice, all men are equal. 

How do we account for the misfortunes of man? The 
natural misfortunes have their obvious natural explanation. 
Against them we can only put sympathy, skill and fortitude— 
as well as the recognition of the pleasures and providence of 
nature. Much more serious are the misfortunes which spring 
from the bad conditioning of society. Good government is 
the mediator of good fortune, and we should pray and labour 
he more earnestly for the political health of nations. 

What is the destiny of mankind? Life restlessly finds its 
way from form to form, surviving and emerging in new 
organs, patterns, conditions. This we see in the story of the 
world. Also in our spirits we know an appetite for our own 
self-development; being boundless we call it an appetite for 
perfection. We too are called from life to life. Where man 
shall come to rest we cannot say, all that we know is that 
there is a true spirit in him that will not be reconciled to 
static imperfection or frustrating death.

JESUS AS MAN 


Sir,—The Rev. F. Kenworthy spoils an otherwise readable article 
on Jesus by his carelessness in his statement of orthodox belief. To him 
there are only two alternatives: either Jesus is “Very God of ae | God” 
(orthodoxy as Mr. Kenworthy misunderstands it) or he is purely human. 
But orthodox belief is not simply that Jesus is “Very God of Very God” 
—that is only half the story. He is also Man. “For the right faithis . . . 
that our Lord Jesus Christ the Son of God is God and Man . . . Perfect 
God and Perfect Man.” So the Unitarian is not the only one who believes 
that Jesus is “truly man’”—so does the orthodox; therefore the orthodox 
like the Unitarian can “gladly and hopefully seek his example and learn 
of him”. Before attacking orthodoxy one should pay it the courtesy of 
correctly representing it.
